of here, was visited by 
a cyclone 


shortly after 5 o'clock Monday after- 
noon. 
Besides 
destroying 
several 


buildings, eight persons were killed. 
The storm came without warning from 
a southwesterly direction, passing over 
to the northeast. The length of its 
path in the village was less than half 
a mile, and owing to its peculiar action 
the distress and damage resulting were 
not as great as they might have been. 
The storm made jumps' of one block, 
•but whenever it came down everything 
was crumbled by the power of the 
wind. The barn 'belonging to Dr. Dar- 
gabel on the outskirts of the village 
was the first structure destroyed. The 
barn was picked up and carried a 
block, leaving the floor uninjured with 
two horses standing on it. The build- 
Ing was crushed. 


Eight Ki'lert In • Saloon. 


From here the storm 
jumped 
a 


block to the saloon of Paul Gatzke. 
Before reaching the 
Gatzke saloon 


there is a two-story building which 
was left untouched. All the killed and 
injured in Morristown were in the 
saloon, having hurriedly taken refuge 
there when the storm was seen on the 
outskirts of the village. There were 
sixteen in the structure at the time 
the storm struck. 
The building was 


raised from its foundation and crushed 
like an eggshell. Before the building 
fell three men managed to escape, but 
the others are .found in the Hsts of 
dead and injured.

Jake Miller, Jake Weaver, Jr., Frank 
Pitman of Waterville, Otto Gatzke

After leaving the saloon the storm 


crossed the street and destroyed the 
barn of J. P. Temple, and took the roof 
from the 6arn of W. M. Bigc«li. It then 
crossed the Cannon 
river 
and de- 


stroyed the barn of Adam Snyder, kill- 
ing several hogs. 
The. storm 
then 


passed off to the northwest and did no 
further damage. 


Ono Other Fatalltj-. 


The first fatality occurred, however 


before the village was reached.

storm was first discovered by a farm 
er w-ho lives four miles from Morris 
town.

cloud, and says that it was bobbing up 
and down on its way to the village 
and made four descents in the fou 
miles. 
The farm of John Olson, a 


farmer .who resides two miles from

Peterson, was killed, but the particu 
lars could not be learned in Morris 
town. The citizans of Morristown wer 
•prompt in caring for t.he dead and in 
jured.

had passed willing hands were en 
gaged in removins the ruins ot th 
saloon. . Morristown has two physi 
eians. and others soon arrived from 
Faribault and Waterville. Their serv 
Ices were not required,, as the Injure* 
had already been cared for. Henry S 
Walte.. one of 'the killed, was a farme 
residing three miles east of Morris 
town, and was a Republican.candidate 
for representative. He was 40 years o 
age, and had resided here all his life

THE COAL STRIKERS 


Batalion of Militia Marched Into Me 
Adoo—Extreme 
Hostility to the 


Soldiers—Urged to Shoot. 


Hazleton, Pa.. Sept. 25.—A battalion 


of the Eighth regiment, composed ot 
compuuies D, F and G, arrived at Mc- 
Atloo, tie nearest point in Schuylkill 
county to the city of Hazleton, at 
5 


o'clock this morning. 
Owing to the 


early hour there were not over a doz- 
en persons at the -little railroad sta- 
tion on the outskirts of the town to 
see the infantry. 
The troops left the 


camp at Shpnandoah at 4 o'clock, and 
did not bring 
their camp equipment 


•with them, because they expect to re- 
turn to Shena.nt!oah tonight if noth- 
ing transpires to require their further 
presence near Hazleton. 


A l>ctni<>n!«tTji.ft<in March. 


Lieut.-Col. 
Hutcbinsnn. who is in 


command of the- battalion, said he was 
ordered there tn make a demonstra- 
tion by marching his men through Mc- 
Adoo and the surrounding towns. Each 
man carried twenty rounds of ammu- 
nition. As soon as the battalion had 
left the oars Col. Hiitchinson hired a 
team and made an inspection of 
the 


surrounding country. He returned to 
the railroad station at 6:30 a. m., and 
immediately gave the order to march. 
The route taken was down the Tama- 
qua road, through Mc.Adoo a.nd thon 
•west to Honeybrook. .Here a wide de- 
tour was made, 
which brought 
the 


battalion to Audenreid, Luzerne coun- 
ty, and 
then 
they 
marched 


through McAdoo 
to the point 


which they had started.

tia was Edward J. McGeehan, a black- 
smith, who .is the burgess of the town. 
He stated 
that the 
action of Gen. 


Gobin in sending soldiers there was 
an outrage' and a reflection on the 
city of McAdoo. 
He said his people 


•were law abiding and noiited to the 
fact that the towa was so peaceable 
that not a policeman was required at 
any time except on pay days. 


"I shall not be responsible for any 


overt act committed by any person in 
this town while troops are here " he 
said.
